The Ocean of Life 
Then I understood it all. That 
sea was the ocean of life- — the sea of 
real, actual human existence. That 
lightning was the gleaming of pier- 
cing truth coming from Jehovah's 
Throne, That thunder was the dis- 
tant echoing of the wrath of God. 
Those multitudes of people shriek- 
ing, struggling, agonizing in the 
stormy sea. were the thousands of 
poor harlots and harlot-makers, of 
drunkards and drunkard- makers, of 
thieves and liars, and blasphemers 
and ungodly people of every kindred, 
and tongue, and nation. 

That great sheltering rock rep- 
resented Calvary; and the people on 
it were those who had been rescued ; 
and the way they employed their en- 
ergies and gifts and time represented' 
the occupations and amusements of 
those who profess to be rescued 
from sin and Hell, and to be the 
._^ ._ , followers of Jesus Christ. The hand- 
ing;' and I hardly know which glad- ful of fierce, determined saviours 

were Salvation Soldiers together 
with a few others who shared' the 
same spirit. That mighty Being was

A SIble Pact 
My comrades, you are rescued 
from <the waters; you are on the

'"How do they live together, such 
very different folk?" 

"They get on all right with each 
other, there is quite a good under- 
standing ansongst them. There are 
no differences of classification. Each 
man recognizes his fellow colonist 
as his fellow brother. As a rule they 
are willing to submit to the disci- 
pline that has to be exercised in an 
enterprise such as this and it 's their 
due to say that they show to us Offi- 
cers every respect and courtesy." 

"Arc most of those who come 
badly hit by their besetment?" 

"Yes, most of them arc in a had 
way physicallv. mentally and spiri- 
tually." 

"Do many get lasting help here?" 

"Yes, thank God. Those, who are 
at close grips with this problem will 
be the first to realize that it is not 



selves to God. This, after all, is the 
greatest guarantee for a permanent 
result. Here are a couple of letters 
from former colonists." 

We read the letters and found 
them to be good arguments for Ku- 
ron, and they were expressed in 
terms of hearty thanks for all the 
love and care received. There were 
many more such letters in the man- 
ager's desk, 

"Speaking of conversion, can you 
tell how the men are influenced in 
that direction?" 

"Principally by example. We Offi- 
cers arc almost continually together 
with the colonists. Then the short 
morning and evening prayers and the 
Sunday morning I\Teetings, at which 
all the colonists arc expected to be 
present, help. Of course, there is 
the "word in seac-on," and we are 
very happy when a coloni.>;t comes 
to us and opens his heart upon spir- 
itual matters. Even the men who 
are not religious look upon religion 
with respect and though they do not 
always understand its power they 
recognize the fact that it is a great 
influence for good." 



"Does it not get monotonous and 
tiresome sometimes here, and 
doesn't that inllu'.-if.-c the colonists 
adversely?" 

"No. Every season has its pleas- 
ures, its work, and its problems and 
the time passes quickly. The spring 
cannot be tedious amid all this 
beautiful nature. During the sum- 
mer in the free time the colonists 
seek pleasure paddling, sailing, fish- 
ing, bathing and in other diversions 
nf open-air life, fn the winter we 
arrange a skating-ground with to- 
bngean slide, and sometimes we 
manage to arrange an illuminated 
festival on the ice! 

Social Occasions 

"The most difficult time is perhaps 
the neriod just before Christmas, 
but the colonists pull through all 
right. .\r a rule we have singers, 
musicians and reciters amnnq- the 
rolon'isis, and (hen wv have Meet- 
ings with singing, music, lectures 
and roffc-. These are very social 
occa,sions." 

'•Do yoM mrcniriijio the -vi-orUing 
colonists?" 

"Yes. wp have introduced- a sys- 
tem by which the industrous re- 
rone a' premium for their si-ecial 
effort, and it has proved success- 
fi-I. For instance, those who liaye 
charge nf the animals have to rise 
early, and to he on duty even on 
Suiidavs, the baker, who bakes all 
of our bread, who has to work in an 
r-xccntinnal way, and other colonists. 
are paid a certain sum per day hy 
way of encouragement." 

Willing Workers 

"But the rule surely must be that 
every colonist has to work?" 

"Quite so. according to the regu- 
lations they have to work from Nov- 
ember to JTarcb for five hours a 
day, and from March to October, 
seven hours, and they do it very 
willingly, but in many cases one can- 
not expect very hard work. Many 
are accustomed to mental work of a 
sedentary character and it takes 
time to train them for physical la- 
bor. Craftsmen arc of great use and 
they earn the premiums they get. 

Later, when we retmned from Knr- 
ou by motorboat we thought of it 
as a delightful place where, throusrh 
God's grace and the efforts of The 
Salvation Army, the weak are made 
strong, and! those -who would fain 
give up the (Struggle in despair are 
encouraged to have faith in God and 
in themselves.

Immense Grazing Areas of North Country Able to Support Vast 
Herds of Reinucci' 



IT is a common sayinjj that: Cana- 
da has only fringed her natural 
resources. The wealth of her for- 
ests, streams, mo-jntain.s and plains 
will never be fully told. The part of 
her people i.? to turn those resources 
into national wealth tbat will minis- 
ter to the .growine needs of them- 
selves and of neighboring people?. 
yi!h,iabnur Stefansson. Canada's 
pioneer Arctic explorer, who has 
travelled and shot and fished and 
surveyed in the frigid Worth for over 
ct decade, and who has come to know 
its commercial possibilities as none 
other knows them, is now waging a 
vigorous campaign witb bis voice 
and nen to convince bis countrv 
tliat the Arctic Is fruitful, and that 
if properlv utilised it can be made 
to furr-eji the other pr.-t= of Cinnda 
witb a large portion of their meat 
sunnlies. 

He argiie.5 tbat in Northern Can- 
ada there is a grazing area of nearly 
two nilllioti Sdiiare mile*, balf the 
flrca of the United States. 

Extensive Grass Lands' 

"These grass lands." savs Wr, 
Stefaiisson in an article in the 
•'World's V/ork." are not the onlv 
northern portion of tbc continent, 
but also the islands that lie north of 
Canada, even to the north coast of 
the most northern of them. The 
vee-etation is only in part of a typi- 
cally polar nature, strancre to south- 
erners. Tn part it consists nf com- 
mon plants, such as various sedges, 
bhiegrn?."-, timothy, gcldenrod. dan- 
delion bluebell, poppy, primrose, an- 
emone, and the like. More than 115 
species of flowering plants are 
knmvn to exist ir. Filesniere T.sland. 
T think there can be no doubt that 
for every ton of mosses and lichens 
on the lands beyond the Arctic Circle 
there are at least ten tons of flower- 
ing plants. These are more con- 
spicuous, not only because tbey are 
more numerous, but also because 
■thev are less sbrinkin.g in tbeir babits 
of growth. A_ further difference is 
in f be fact that sucb plants as grass- 
es and sedges grow afresb every 
year, while certain species of lichens 
cropped by herbivorous animals re- 
quire many years to replace them- 
selves( some species from five fo 
ten vears.> 

"The United States Goveniiiieiit is 
insl- now makins' the firS't delalTed 
studies of the srra^ing nnssibilitics 
of tbat part of Alaska which is Arc- 
tic— the northern third. These bave 
confirmed the views tbat T bad pub- 
lished some vcars earlier to tbe 
effect tbat tbe grazing in tbe North, 
as represented by grasses and other 
flowering plants, is far in excess of 
that Tepresented by mosses and 
lichens." 

Mr. .Stefansson then points out 
that tbe eattle ranchers of tbe West- 
cm States tesfifv tbat fbere is little 
profit in ranching when the 5attTc 
bare to be st.abled for a part of th(» 
vear. The reindeer of tbc Arctic 
countrv do not require to be stabled. 

"The first objection commonly 
made to reindeer is that they are 
wild animals, Apparentlv many 
people bave the idea that abottt the 



only tame reindeer there are are the 
half dozen tbat Santa Claus drives 
around about Christmas time. Even 
these do not look very tame in most 
of the pictures. Tbe fact is. however, 
that reindeer were domestic before 
history began. They are as domes- 
tic as sheep. The records of China 
show tbat in tbe fifth century of our 
era there w'er.e numerous domestic 
reindeer in Northern China, and 
King Alfred tbe Great tells us that 
when he wa.s^ King of Britain there 
were domestic reindeer in Norway 
that took there the place of tbe cat- 
tle of Fngland, 

''Next comes the quality of the 
meat. This question can be answer- 
ed in manv ways, though none is 
more conclusive than tbe evidence 
as to price. 

"Stockholm. Sweden,, is one of the 
■fine cities of F.nrnne, witb a ponula- 
tion of between three and four hun- 
dred thousand people. T wrote a 
letter to the Chamber of Commerce 
of Stockholm and bave received a 
lon?^ reply which mav be summarized' 
as follows: l^eindcer meat has beeii 
on tbe market in Stockholm for sev- 
eral decades. Apparently if was 
looked down unon in tbe beginning 
as an inferior meat because produ- 
ced by a people looked upon as in- 
ferior — tbe T.anlnMders. Gradually, 
however, tbe in^at Increased in fav- 
or, until something like ten vears 
ago it came about to tbe level of the 
various common domestic meats. Tt 
is novv ^old in ihe citv bv tbc hun- 
dreds of tons each yeair and las? win- 
ter tbe averacre price of reindeer 
meat ranged from equality up to 2^ 
per cent, higher than that of beef 
for corresponding cut. 

"The grazing e-xperts of tbe Uni- 
ted States Government es'tirnate that 
vou can supnort nermanently in cer- 
tain parts of .'Vlaska nne reindeer for 
e^'erv tbirtv acres of land. This es- 
tunate will probablv bold in general 
fnr abnut twn rnlllinn square miles 
of Canada and Alaska and for be- 
tween four and six million square 
miles of Northern Furasia. As an 
absolute quantitv this means a large 
supply of meat, bnt relatively fo the 
■demands of the world as tbe world 
is to-day it is not large. 
Fish and Meat 

"T do not profess to see 'very far 
iuTo tbe future, but. so far as T can 
-.see, tbe North 'will not produce any 
food on a commercial scale, except 
fish from its waters and meat from 
the grasses and other plants that 
grow native and without human en- 
couragement. Because it can pro- 
duce no other food, fi.sh and meat 
will be tbe great food products of 
the North, and of these, meat will 
^or sometime be greater. I do not 
undervalue tbe resources of the 
ocean; T suppose tbat the time will 
come when men will begin to farm- 
the seas somewhat as tbey now cul- 
tivate the lands, but that' consider- 
ation I am leaving out for the pres- 
ent.

PICTUR E TYPEW RITER 

A useful and interesting toy type- 
writer for teaching young children 
the letters of the alphabet has been 
invented ijy ;i Londoner. 

The machine, which is practically 
indestructible, has a circular key- 
board on which arc the letters of the 
alphabet. When any of these keys 
is pres.sed the letter is printed and 
beside it a small picture of some ob- 
ject whose name begins with that 
letter. 

Witb A, for instance, is printed an 
apple, with B, a ball; and so on. In 
this way the children soon learn the 
order of the letters and tbe initjal.s 
of words. Their interest is aroused 
and their memory assisted. Tbe chil- 
dren's typewriter can be so arranged 
as to take interchangeable signs, and 
thus progressive lessons in reading 
and spelling miglit be given. 

Tbe inventor has- also originated a 
simple calculating macbine for teach- 
ing arithmetic to children, and be 
claims tb.it this mechanical aldwi" 
save an immense amount of time, 
and at tbe same time enable tbe cbil- 
dren to understand better the prin- 
ciples of addition and Subtraction 
andj multiplication.
